An Amendment After Final Rejection Under 37 C.F.R. 1.116 and Summary of 
Telephone Conference with Examiner in response to a Final Rejection dated June 21 , 
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2006, was filed in the above-identified application via certificate of facsimile dated July 
31, 2006. An Advisory Action in response thereto was mailed August 14, 2006. 
However, a Supplemental Amendment After Final Rejection Under 37 CJF.R. 1.116 and 
Summary of Telephone Conferences With Examiner was filed via certificate of facsimile 
on August 9, 2006, Neither an Advisory Action nor a Notice of Allowance in response to 
the August 9, 2006 Supplemental Amendment has been received. 

However, through several telephone conferences with Examiner Webman in 
August and October 2006, it was ascertained that the case was being allowed. A Notice of 
Appeal was due September 21, 2006, but has not been filed in view of the telephone 
conferences.

that they could not send a notice of allowance until the allowance was approved by the 
review panel. The undersigned asked him what would happen if the review panel reversed 
the Examiner's allowance. Mr. Richter said that they would make the Office Action a 
non-final rejection, and therefore we would not have to file an extension and a Notice of 
Appeal. The undersigned asked when would the panel make their decision. Mr. Richter 
said that they should make the decision within two months of the allowance, that the time 
has passed, and that last week he requested the panel to expedite their decision.
